Indeed. Apart from the spasmodic 
journalistic efforts of a few, it is uQ- 
usual for tli-o undergraduate to poUr 
out bis soul upon the printed page. 
Hence it is a genuine pleasure to be 
permitted to have an advance peep 
into the pages' of a real boolc pub- 
lished by a real undergraduate at 
McGlll. When the book Is a good 
book, a gerrt of Its particular species, 
as "The Letters of Si. Whiffletree, 
Freshman" (Edited by Frank D. 
Genest), the pleasure becomes a 
double one, compounded of apprecia- 
tion of Its Intrinsic merits and of the 
versatility and ambition of its author. 
It would be an act of the moat ex- 
treme indelicacy to discuss any of the 
numerous allegations that have been 
made regarding the real authorablp ol 
these letters. Even the theory put 
forward by Prof. Stephen Leacock In 
the preface to this work seems to 
verge on the improbable. For the 
rest, the curious are advised to con- 
sult Mr, Qenest, the "Editor." If ihe 
will not reveal "the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but a parcel of 
lies," no one else will. 

With the trifling question of the 
authorship brushed to one side, we 
would consider the matter of the work 
itself. . It contains within Its covers 
ai!Hiè''létféii8 "Of SI Whiffletree that 

Mr. Gen , that is to say, that tlielr 

author has written for the "McGlIl 
Daily" during the past two years. 
The Immortal "Si" wanders through 
this conveniently compacted compila- 
tion of his works in a most realistic 
manner. Naive, complacent, proud of 
his «xailted station as a "stoodcnt at 
the McGlll," he recounts his adven- 
tures to "Pa" In the lingo of Sim's 
Corners. Dlalect-w rltlng and the de- 
piction of character in this fashion 
Is always, a difficult task, but the 
author, of. the "Letters of Silas 
Whiffletree"-^ Freshman" has suc- 
ceeded most happily where a less 
talented humorist might have failed. 

But the estimable "Si" is not the 
sole point of interest in this admir- 
able work. There are lesser suns that 
steer their courses through the aether 
of the Sim's Corners-McGlll firma- 
ment and serve to shed additional

Historical Account of Philo- 
,sophy in Life of French- 
man. 



' Last night the Philosophical Club 
-was indeed privileged to hear a 
"lecture from one of McGlU'a ' pro- 
ffeasor's who has figured prominently

as a profound thinker and orator, ii^ 
not only collegiate circles but in 
many other spheres of llfe> Friif. 
dii Roure delivered his enlightening 
discourse in Krench, and handled his 
subject in such nn Ideal way that all 
followed hlB I'ne of thought very 
easily and with ffxed attention. 

The apouker 'iealt with the place 
which phlloaopiiy held in the lite of 
the Frenchman nhcl iiow it influenced 
thought and actions. ^ The range 
al l his topic Wttd/laVge, and consider- 
'Ing the short period which he had to 
i cover the ground the development 
•and depth of ,tbq various factors was 
taiarked. 

He contrastt'd the characteristic 
ideals and motives of the Frcnchm'<.n 
with those of the German and the 
Englishman, pointing out many 
different lines ot thought of each. • 
"H.e touched on the pHychological 
basis which philosophy has in the 
Parisian life, how this has a direct 
bearing upon tlie habita and tendency 
01 this large n.atton. 

He dwelt upon the effects ot tl.e 
Iftte war, being careful to show 
/clearly tbo reasons for any chan;je. 
There is a reactionary movement 
àfoot to of^et tl.e socialistic revolu- 
. tion wrecking Russia to-day. In 
vl'rince tho social party is in V.'o 
minority — a decided minority. On 
e other hand ttie Radical section of 
h'e country Is in the majority, and 
lijts à profound bearing upon the 
cot^try'B ideals. 

^.:Runnlhg on to politics he. men- 
tioned- the foreign policy of his 
country and national relations. 

Religion entertained a fair portion 
of . the programme. Pascal, Des 
Cortes, Voltairo and Bcrkson in turn 
were considered, and what tbey did 
to alter religious minds ; while My; 
du Roure spoke of the Reformation 
from different aspects. This, of 
course, had no small place in the 
French Revolution, which differed 
from the Englls|i by .being directly 
aimed at tradition, at fighting for 
liberty which vas denied to. a large 
majority ; while the revolution lit 
Britain was rather an inter-party 
Strlf«, not being such an upheaval in 
the national life. 

The need for order for method In 
thought and action is no small factor 
in the mind of the typical Frencb- 
man. He has the ability to view in 
the proper light the relation ot no- 
tion and .thought. 

'£e discussion which followed this 
^%lowing speech was intensely intor- 
. esting. Although at first the stu- 
è- dents ! coui ^ | aptto t>j provoked to take 
, an .active pan<î™dèbate y«t after Dr. 
Caldwell and Dr. Hidlcson had ck- 
pressed their comments, more enthu- 
siasm was shown by the younger 
members of the gathering. So ex' 
tensive and wide opinions were ^mt 
before tho meeting that it was with 
regret that many had to cease from 
discussion and close the evening at 
a late hour. '

At the Physical Society yesterday 
afternoon. Prof. GilUson gave an In- 
teresting account ot the modern Ideas 
of the Stellar Universe and lU prob- 
able course of evolution. 

First pointing "Ut that astronomers 
believe tho stellar universe (at least 
our part of It to be lenticular Is 
form, and to have along the edge a 
large amount of star-matter which 
to us is the galaxy. The dimensions 
of our universe are thus about 13,000 
light years In dlametèr by about 
4,000 thick', not Including the galaxy 
proper. In tho heavens can be seen 
a large-number of speral nebulae, and 
our system ^s one of these. It is very 
remarkable that these nebulae have a 
velocity of resessibn ranging up to 
1,100 kilometers per second. This is 
explicable by the way on Çinstein's 
hypothesis. Ot all the ten thousand 
million or so stars visible in largo 
telescopes, about one In every three 
is a' binary star, and the ratios of the 
components is not far from unity, 
and is never as small as the Moon- 
Earth of Jupiter-Sun ratios. This la 
a remarkable fact. 

Tho Nebular Hypothesis originated 
by Kaut, and advocated on a more 
modest scale, but in a general way, by 
Laplace, has always hold a prominent 
place In cosmogony. But of late years 
it has been very greatly midifled, and 
has been applied not only to the solar 
system but to the stars oa well, 
■though to-day no one believes the 
whole universe to have originated 
from a single nebula. 

Spoctroscoplsts have clasfllfled stars 
according to cottain spectral char- 
acteristics, and it was thought that 
the order of the class picatur indi- 
cated unambiguously tho course of 
stellar evolution. Reasons now gen- 
erally accepted have been given by 
Russel of Princaton for believing that 
there are stars of both ascending and 
descending temperature in each 
group. A peculiar fact may be rioted 
—all the B-fltars are extraordinarily 
large. . • 

Now by a consideration' of a mass 
of gas, obeying tho. gas laws, Jeans 
has show.n that as the gas loses 
energy by radiation, its temperature 
will rise, but nevertheless the emis- 
sion of energy remains . constant. 
After a while the stan will have con-' 
tracted so greatly that It will no longer 
obey the gas laws, and then the 
cmiseion will follow Stefan's Law. 
Between these two states there will 
be a continuous transition through a 
maximum temperature. This transi- 
tion point is the B stage In a star. 
Only the very larger st^ra can reach 
this stage. 

There have been three models of a 
rotat'ng fluid. The case of aa in- 
compressible fluid was first treated by 
Newton, . who .fihowed that there 
would be a flattening > along the axis 
of rotation. Maclaurii^ihowcd that 
the figure was a spherolaTaSd Jacobi 
showed that this spheroid might 
change into an ellipsoid and still re- 
main an equilibrium figure. Poincare 
showed later that this might have 
nodes, whence Darwin arrived at bis 
theory of the oi-iginjjof, the Moon. 
Such a mass of Incompressible fluid 
breaks up as a pear-shaped figure, 
gradually separating into two parts, 
as the angular momentum increases. 
Koch considered a mass of gas sur- 
rounding a nucleus. This breaks up 
by emission aloi<T a plane at 'right 
angles to the axis. Now Jeans has 
considered an adebatic gas some'where 
between tho two previous types and 
has shown that as its angular .velocity 
Increases matter will be thrown off at- 
two points at-the extremitlea of the 
major, axis of the ellipse. Thus will 
be formed a spiral nebula, and Jeans 
has further shown that tho matter In 
the arms will be unstahle and that it 
will therefore condense. 

Now the conditions for the break 
up of a nebulae to form the solar 
system in the Laplacian style are not 
fulfilled, and the only likely hypo- 
thesis is that it originated in a mass 
of adeabatic g'..s originally disturbed 
by the near àpprbach of some object 
setting up rotation and also tides. 
Now on considering the stars as a 
gas, we find that the average interval 
between collisions is about a million 
million years, and wo thus believe 
that it is unlikely that there is an- 
other such in the Universe.
